While applicant has argued that one 
skilled in the paper coating art would understand the term to mean at a value in excess of atmospheric pressure, applicant has provided 
no showing as to why this would be the understanding of one of skill in the art, such as a dictionary definition or other evidence. As a 
result, the Examiner is relying on the plain meaning of the term. Moreover, the argument that "under pressure" in its ordinary sense 
means "under a pressure greater than atmospheric pressure", the Examiner disagrees that this means that the claim language should be 
read as greater than atmospheric pressure. The Examiner is using the plain meaning of the term. .
